Estimates  of  monthly  marketings  are  prepared  from  information  supplied 
"by  interior  mills,   elevators  and  warehouses,  v;hich  report  on  quantities  pur-  -« 
chased  from,  farmers  "by  months,  and  from  reports  "by  farmers  showing  their 
marketings  "03^  months.     Comparative  data  for  each  commodity  covered  are  sho\m 
for  the  United  States  for  the  19^6-^7  marketing  season,  and  the  average  of  * 
the  10  seasons  I936--37  to  19^5-^1-6,    For  each  State,  sales  are  estimated  for 
a  12-nonth  marketing  season.    For  the  entire  country,  ho\/ever,  the  marketing

rather  closely  except  for  a  larger  than  usual  peak  in  August c     The  increase 
during  recent  years  in  the  proportion  of  total  acreage  Dlanted  in  winter  "barley  is 
reflected  by  higher  percentages  of  total  marketings  occurring  during  the  first  4 
months  of  the  season.
